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The department met with a representative group of the core Title V fee payers on January 24, 
2008.  The fee payers reviewed the draft budget and the need for additional staff was discussed.  
Contingent upon actual costs and funding streams, the Bureau will seek to restore 1.0 FTE to 
provide IT user support to staff.  The fee payers supported this personnel item and the changes 
listed below.  The Bureau will also seek to add additional personnel funds (0.25 – 0.50 FTE) to 
support the Field Office enforcement coordination work.  The coordination has proven to be 
invaluable to the Bureau but has supplanted air quality work conducted in the field.  Additional 
funds would ensure adequate review of Title V facilities.  While the fee payers did not entirely 
support the additional funds for the field office, the Bureau believes that this is an appropriate 
addition to the budget.    

Details on where changes to the budget are being proposed are listed in the attached spreadsheet 
in the “Notes” column.   
 

1. Personnel and indirect costs: As the personnel costs have not been finalized, the 
department is using an estimate of 8 percent increase across the board for all FTE 
positions that are not capped.  The increase is based on the state negotiated personnel 
contracts that include a 4.5% annual increase, 3% cost of living increase, and an 
increased match for deferred compensation under one of the contracts.  The indirect costs 
are estimated to increase from 13.38 percent to 13.77 percent in SFY 2009.   

 
2. Professional Services:  

− The Linn and Polk County Local Air Quality Programs have increased personnel 
and benefits costs.   

− The UHL contract amount reflects an increase due to increased personnel costs and 
to accommodate changes in the ambient monitoring program requirements.   

− The UNI small business assistance agreement amount reflects an increase to cover 
increases in personnel costs and the short term grain elevator permitting support.  

− An expense for laboratory analysis related to PM 2.5 has also been added.  This 
expense was previously provided by EPA. 

Total Title V Fund expenditures are proposed to be increased from the current SFY 2008 budget 
levels by 12.5% or $1,301,000 in the SFY 2009 budget.  The fee is proposed to increase by 
9.7%, from $35.20 per ton to $39.00 per ton.  Note that $39.00 per ton is the current fee cap that 
is established in 567 IAC Chapter 22.  The department plans to initiate a rulemaking later this 
year to raise the fee cap in anticipation of the SFY 2010 - 2014 budget needs.
